It is this 
exaggeration of what is toa certain extent a 
necessary and fairly reliable principle which 
brings to pass a great many,.umfortunate oc- 


currences, and serves as » cloak for a goodly |), 


number of all kinds of sins. Thus whilo it 
is a fair or at least a harmless inference from 
the usages of society (upart from any other 
reasoning) that it is a‘ good thing to conduet 
oneself with the decorum established. by thosé 
usages, it is quite unsafe to deduce the ex- 
cellence of tight boots frou the fact that they 
are commonly worn. Again though the 
, existence of roast beef as an article of con- 
sumption may ‘be sufficient evidence of its 
fitness for human food, it- by no means fol- 
lows that exeess of alcohol, though an exist- 
ing fact, ia not injurious, The-kind of fact 
or proposition must be acvurately determined 
. befora the principle can apply. The text of 
. it should be whether it is one of which -bo- 
forehand we can predicate something pretty 
accurately regarding its goodness or truth, 
If you can, then thé evidence of ita existence 
should be of very small value. Conaercial 
morality, social morality, the merality of 
Government, in fact. all morality depends 
upon the extent to which the principle 
“ Whatever is, is right,” is ignored. There 
are practices which obtain. commonly enough 
in business, in society, and in official 
life, which ony man possessed of 
an ordinary moral instinct could pronounce 
degrading primd. facie, without’. knowing 
anything of whether they ‘were comuion 
practices or not. ‘Here then it is unsafe to 
the last degree to fall back upon the sanction 
of custom for these practices, And yet. thie 
‘is what is done ‘in numerous cases, moro 
_ geuerally perbaps in the case of corporate 
than of individual ctistoms, which béecorie a 
sort of sacrod tradition to the body corporate 
while they are used as ‘necessary only: by the 
individual. Tt would be very much more 
satisfactory if one could only establish mother 
principle, the converse of the. one stated 
above, namely, “Whatever is not right’ does 
not exist.” This would of coursa be equally 
fallacious with the other, but-inasmuch as ‘it 
would direct attention first to’ the rectitude, 
and secondly to the recognition of whatever 
it was applied to, it would ba a much safer 
guide for ordinary use. An inetance in which 
it was used very illogically, but very amus- 
ingly, not long ago will illustrate our meaning 
more clearly. When the Times published 
what was alléged to be » poem: of Milton 
. never previously heard” of, a certain noble 
lord came forward boldly, and argued that 
it could not be Milton's because it was not 
good. When, however, defects were pointed 
‘out in. acknowledged -Miltonic poems “very 
similar to to those discovered by him in tho 
new.claimant to Miltonic authorship, he ar- 
gned that the recognised pooma must be

BURNING OF 8.5. “ORPHAN.” 
(Na. i Press.) 

The S.8. Orphan, owned by Mosars. Boyd & 
(Oo., was ou her passage from Hiogo to Na- 
gasaki. On Thorsday llth ultimo about 20 
minutes before 8 o'clock p.m.:the engines were 
stopped for the purpose of coming to un anchor 
for-the night;-and ia about five minutes after- 
wards the fire was firet’ obyerved, and apread 
with such rapidity that: before tho'bouita could 
be lowered the flames were alreudy through the 
side ports and upper deck, ‘and. burnt the 
clothes of some of the people who wers in them.
